In the claim: 

Amend claim 1 as follows: 
1. A protective undergarment for a [football] player [,] who 
has arms, an upper torso, lower torso and legs, said 
protective undergarment comprising: 

a. an undergarment being formed out of thin, stretchable 
fabric and having a plurality of internal pockets [;] 
whereby said protective undergarment is a full body suit 
covering the arms, upper torso, lower torso and legs of the 
player; and 
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b. a plurality of protective pads each of which 
corresponds in shape to one of said internal pockets and 
[may be] is inserted therein [.] whereby the player has 
protection from injuries to his knees, hips, spine, 
tailbone, ribs, elbows and shoulders, abrasions and 
internal in j ur ies . 
Add claim 2: 

2 . • A protective undergarment for a player according to 
claim 1 wherein each of said protective pads is removable 
from one of said internal pockets. 
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
